POLICE NADE A BIG RAD

Four Gambling Dens Visited by Of-
ficers Saturday Night.

FORTY-ONE MEXN GATHERED IN

Gambling Devices Valued at 53,000 Were
Confiscated ~City Enriched $800 by
Flnes—Prisoners Given a Hear.
ing Before Alderman Faller,

Probably the biggest rald ever made
upon the gambling houses in S¢ranton
oecurred just before midnight Saturday
when four of the largest of those es-
tablishments were ralded and forty-one
players, employes and propridtors
caught in the police net. All the gamb-
ling paraphernada was conflseated and
taken to the policemen’s room at head-
quarters whigh looked yesterday lke
@ second-hand furniture store or the re-
miting of an guchre party after a free
fight. The prisoners were given hear-
Ings during the early hours of yester-
day morning by Aldermnn Fuller In the
mayor's office.

The place ralded were Eli Ager's,
over the Windsor, corner of Penn ave-
nue and Linden strect; Chris Anne-
man's, at 815 Lackawanna avenue;
Cyrus Cohen's, at 217 Lacknwannn ave-
nue, and Dummley & Kevley's, 2:1
Lackawanna avenue. The arrests were
mide wpon information entered by
Chiaf of Police SBimpson before Alder-
man Fuller Saturday, complaints hay-
ing been mude by familles of men who
frequented three of the places pulled,

Descent Mode Simultaneously,

The ralds were made gimultaneously
about 11 o'clock by Lilcutenants Bpell-
man, Willlams and Zang and Sergeant
Dieter with four men each, all in ¢ltl-
zens clothes, Flye of the regular night
patrolmen were on the alert about the
exterior of the places visited to guard
agalnst the posaibllity of evén one es-
cape, and Chilef Shmpson and Captuln
Edwards conduoted the plan of opera-
tions, Lieutenant Davis superintended
the configcating of as mixed an assort-
ment of gambler's playthings as ever
ornumented the Interlor of a police sta-
tlon.

ATter the different squads reported at
the mayor's office with their prisoners,
the c¢rowd showed a gathering con-
tiining indlviduals well known in the
clity’s mercantile and -professional cle-
cleg, Excepting the attaches. proprie-
tors and professlonal gamblers, fully
ene-half of the prisaners were men who
in their every-day pursuits would never
be susp d of s0 gross an amusement
a8 “'bucking the tigar'—but they were
there, Just the same, most of them very
much c¢hagrined and shéeplsh looking.

Hearing at Midnight.

Alderman Fuller was brought from
his home und In & very short space of
time had imposed fines which will make
the ity richer by about 800, The pro-
prietors of the four joints were fined
§$100 each, and the players $20; a tax
of $20 was levied upon each employe
Varlous excuses were offered by the
prisoners In explanation of their pres-
ence in the gambling rooms, and the
half of them who ook oath that It was
thelr first vie'l to the places, or had
gone in on business, or were not play-
ing, these were released without fine.

In all the places ralded, “draw" or
“stud” poker was belng played, but
each room contained one or two faro
layouts, and In two of the places a
roulette wheel was in evidence. The
roulette table with an imbedded wheel
talken from Ager's was o handsome
plece of mahogony furniture and was
purchased at a cost of §350. Altogether
there were brought to the central sta-
tion about fifteen tables for fare, rou-
lette and draw and stud poker, hun-
dreds of packs of cards, several bushels
of chips, faro markers and dealing
boxes, and, In fact, about every artlele
common o the American gambling
jolnt. According to law the whole oul-
fit will have to be destroyed, which
means to the gamblers a loss of about
$3,000, exclusive of thelr fines,

Erceted a Darricade,

After the alarm was glven It was
found impossible to get out, but the
men remained coo!l amd held a hurried
councll as to the best course to pursue,
Charles W, Williams, Patelck T. Bren-
nin, Willlam T, Evans, Frank Me-
Cabe and Englneer Bennle, each an ex-
perlenced miner, declded upon erecting
a barricade of culm, rock and coul to
protect themselves und nine Hungarl-
ans from suffocation and cremation.

It was between 7 and § o'clock Friday
evening ‘that the fire stanted, but not
until 11 o'clock were the flames dis-
covered and word carrled to the sur-
face, During the three hours preceding
the imprisoned men were powerless to
RBive the alarm and were kept behind
thelr barricade untll help arrived wt &
o'clock In the morning.

David Miles, a miner, discovered the
fire while on his way to work on the 11
p. m, shift. Outslde Foreman Willdm
Harper and Inside Foreman J, K. Burk-
hélser immediately called forty select-
ed men Into service and began opera-
tions for the rescue of the men inskde,
Mine Inspector Roderick, who arrived
on the acene from Providence soon nf-
| ter bolng notitied of the fire, and Fore-
man Burkhelser led the rescuers down
an alr shaft nearly 3,000 feet from the
main opening.

Descended on Ladders,

The descent of about 175 feet was
made by ladders and upon reaching the
bottom the party was led by experts to
the point where the fourteen imprisoned
menlay, The barrleade was torn down
and at & o'clock Saturday morning res-
cuers and rescued safely reached the
surface.

The Olyphart and Pricoburg Hose
companles meanwhile had willingly re-
aponded to the eall for serviee and witor
considerable difficulty a long llne of
huse was carrled Into the mine, At
8 o'clock Saturday night the flames
were under contral and two hours later
were practically subdued, 0. 8, John-
gon, superintendent of the company,
Was on the scene all day Saturday.

John 8. Junes wus severely bLurned.
He was the only person Injured,
